Now our book The Priest-Workman Germany Father 
Henry Perrin, member the Society Jesus. Father Perrin 
saw the thousands Frenchmen leaving France for slave labor 
German factories. knew they would undergo every form 
human degradation and inhuman brutality, even the “sadistic 
atrocities hearts molded hatred,” and denied any consolation 
religion. would with them and serve God serving 
them. would probably have looked back 1942 like 
impossible task, but for the real work God nothing impos- 
sible; would have looked like foolhardy job, but there have 
been fools for Christ before, and there would seem way 
help, however little, but true always that Christ Himself 
the Way —and the Truth and the Life. 

Father Perrin set out aquire some skills could work 
the factories. made some progress and then went Germany 
with the French workmen volunteer odious that was 
him. lived the life the workman for the most part unknown 
priest, except made himself known individuals. There 
went along with him Jacques layman mean spiritual 
stature. was great team. They did spiritual work the fac- 
tory during the week, off other places week ends 
then prison for Father Perrin. Finally Father Perrin ex- 
pelled from Germany with the narrowest escape confinement 
concentration camp. 

What may learn from Father Perrin’s experience? This. 
this world again home for human pilgrims higher 
destiny, this world must transformed. must given new 
direction, must consumed its sin and inhumanities rise 
Phoenixlike answer our daily prayer that God’s will done 
earth heaven. Economic, social, and political patch- 
work not enough and will not do. must all Father 
Perrins, sensing the need, preparing ourselves the task, hav- 
ing the courage our own free will where perils and death 
are, and whatever done with joy. Men and women 
will all need dedicated anew accordance with their light, 
their gifts, and their power. This the way restore all things 
Christ and Father Perrin’s simple direct way going 
about his Father’s business.

But significant was the actual condition religion among the 
working masses.

Most 
those that Father Perrin met the factories and prison had 
lost all contact with religion and the Church. There need 
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repeat here the almost unbelievable details. They were “ghosts 
Christians” and the most descriptive word that Father Perrin 
used describe them de-Christianized. Here, too, had been 
suspected so-called higher classes, religion was not only fading 
out, had disappeared among many. Who will say that these 
conditions are not going America? not merely morally 
and spiritually indifferent world, but antagonistic, de-Chris- 
tianized one, face. sentimentality must permit hide 
that fact. There the reality. There the challenge France, 
not true America, too?

This challenge put another way Father Perrin that 
may use for our concluding sections. The Christian called 
heroism, wherever is, least what would now call 
Its real name simply Christian duty. will call for transmu- 
priests. indicates new conceptions poverty and forms 
service religious communities, calls for more active sacrificing 
service all Christians, makes charity and love daily life 
the greatest virtues, and justice will less legalistic and more 
human. Let your works shine before men that they may see 
your good works and glorify your Father who heaven. 

But return Father Perrin. you believe religion

ism, for there genuine religion. And the strange fact that 
those who the thing which afterwards call heroism find 
themselves Father Perrin did with great sense feeedom, 
liberty, and even greater sense and greater experience 
human and spiritual richness. And those who stay the “ghettos 
Catholicism” talking about our college, our prayers, our people, 
find themselves too often, wherever they are, drifting into that 
worse form idolatry self-idolatry the prideful worship 
self the worship creature replacing the worship God. 
the knowledge you acquire the Catholic schools does not 
brighten the meanings life, reveal its values, and show man 
his potential greatness whatever may his actual weakness and 
sin, then you have been miseducated. matter what job you 
hold, nor what publicity you get, what reputation you acquire 
your field, knowledge for action. The end man is, 
are told, action, not thought even though were the noblest. 
Knowledge must always the service love. There sel- 
fishness and exclusiveness knowledge that associate with the 
erected fiends that fell” from heaven. You must rise 
nay you must resurrected above it, put the new man. 


must rise, too, above our dilettantish intellectual educa- 
tion. must train the will. This, too, must mastered. 
must rise above our lower selves, rise steppingstones our 
dead selves higher things. must master the will that St. 
Paul describes: good which will, that not, but that 
which would not, that do.” must realize more, too, the 
will that Father Perrin describes: 


Yet, still, over all these limitations and humiliations, felt 
astonishingly and profoundly free; felt flame, secret little life 
liberty beating away inside me, liberty could never lose. They 
could keep locked up; they could take concentration 
camp tomorrow, they could torture and make cry out with 
pain, but they could never touch the sanctuary where soul 
watched, where was alone master. They might deceive me, abuse 
me, weaken me; they might get words out when mind 
staggered from their cruelty, words which they could take 
admission; they could kill me. But they could never force will, 
for could never belong them; was between myself and God, 
and one else could ever touch it. 


But must realize even more the will which carries out the 
mandates love, that shows Father Perrin living epistle 
Christ’s Gospel. must set about create living Christian com- 
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munities whatever group live, however large however 
small. must ready bring our associates, Father 
Perrin tried living example heroically do, the greater 
spiritual Christian community for the only community that work- 
ingmen knew the workingmen community with its low values. 
Father Perrin here discovered the reality the workingmen com- 
munity after convinced them was seminarian. They ac- 
cepted him worker. And virtue his and Jacques’ co-op- 
eration and particularly means packages from Jacques, 
Father Perrin arouses new spirit, particularly his little prison 
communities changes from cell cell. Father Perrin him- 
self grew the point placing his packages completely the 
disposal these incipient communities forgotten men, without 
had done the things wanted for him- 
self. The idea the Christian community was many these 
workingmen unbelievable, and few, revelation. You must 
realize this true all around you. Wherever you are, you must 
discover, even create, the Christian community and live the life 
Christian. This acting the Gospel love will the 
supreme test your continuing test, day-by-day test. 
This more important than any knowledge, the test your 
knowledge. 

the light this living Gospel love, academic education 
words, words, words, and too much our college education 
everywhere merely verbal. education textbooks; ex- 
aminations are the regurgitation the textbooks the pre- 
digested materials teachers unconscious their opportunity. 
dilettantish. Your knowledge must become philosophy 
life, not just philosophy, and your philosophy life must make 
vertebrate your character. You must meet issues not com- 
promises, not appeasement the spirit the world you 
must keep yourself unspotted the world. facing the issues 
our day, you must deal with them the basis principle.

other words, Christianity was something new, something 
different. wasn’t something good” improvement 
outdated model. was different that people either 
loved intensely and followed hated intensely and tried 
destroy it. wasn’t something nebulous enough taken 
left alone, least, wasn’t for something like 1600 years. 

However, after the affair the Wittenberg monk who tried 
improve the house tearing out the bricks, things changed. The 
Church that the Carpenter had built was shunted the outskirts 
town and the world put new look that bore striking 
resemblance the paganism long ago. And the Church suffered, 
first from persecution, then from toleration. Many Catholics lost 
their heads actually the heat persecution, but many more 
lost theirs another way the cool geniality toleration. 
And the compromise that resulted nowhere more clearly seen 
than our twentieth-century education. 


Seek First 
look the situation with objective eye, the truth 
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only too apparent. the mad rush meet the requirements 
accrediting agencies, many Catholic schools have made the real, 
the important objective secondary the all important concern 
meeting the requirements accrediting agencies. 

Now well, good, commendable that our schools enjoy the 
approval the secular agencies, but cannot rest content with 
just that. Our Catholic educational system must justify its exist- 
ence; this can only remains true the principle upon 
which was founded: “Seek first the Kingdom God.” 
not enough have Crucifix every classroom, dedicated men 
and women teachers, and every holyday holiday these are 
part the whole, but they are not the whole. 

was 1929 that the Encyclical Christian Education 
Youth was given the world Pope Pius XI. There was much 
discussion about the time its publication, but, generally 
speaking, the encyclical never passed the discussion stage. 
sorry truth that for too long our Catholic schools have been using 
the encyclical and other great.pronouncements Catholic educa- 
tion philosophical fence behind which hide. Actually cur- 
riculums the whole have changed but little. 

the storm materialism that beating all about us, then the 
message the encyclical must brought home ruffle our 
complacence and prick our educational conscience. For Catholic 
education has not been entirely unaffected the materialistic 
philosophy the world, the philosophy that makes the acquisi- 
tion wealth the sine qua non success, that gears the entire 
educational system the attaining this material worldly suc- 
cess. The more time spent formal learning, says the youthful 
materialist, the greater the heap looks 
other compensation. education termed successful profitable 
brings material comfort and security. 


Put the Gloves 


Our twentieth-century youth are steeped this materialism. 
Catholic educators cannot merely deplore it, cannot compromise 
with it; they must put the gloves and fight it! anything 
less succumb the plague, relegate the real thing 
the status by-product, convenient appendage which one can 
put aside when shifting standards the world interfere. 

The words Pius ring out bold warning those who 
would deny make light the real purpose education. 


For the mere fact that school gives some religious 
instruction (often extremely stinted), does not bring into 
accord with the rights the Church and the Christian 
family, make fit place for Catholic students. 
this, necessary that all the teaching and the whole 
organization the school, and its teachers, syllabus, and 
textbooks every branch, regulated the Christian 
spirit, under the direction and maternal supervision the 
Church; that religion may very truth the foundation 
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and crown the youth’s entire training; and this every 
grade school, not only the elementary but the 
mediate and the higher institutions learning well. 
use Leo “It necessary not only that 
religious instruction given the young certain fixed 
times, but also that every other subject taught, per- 
meated with Christian piety. this wanting, this 
sacred atmosphere does not pervade and warm the hearts 
masters and scholars, little good can expected from 
any kind learning, and considerable harm will often 
the consequence.”

God’s gift 
man, His goodness him after the fall, the promise the 
Redeemer, the sacraments that give and increase supernatural 
life are studied detail. 

“Christlike character and everyday living through deeper 
understanding the Divine Model,” the keynote sophomore 
integration.

Religion Education 


The entire English program has been revised, step step, year 
year. Objectives are established, units study are arranged, 
prognostic and diagnostic tests are planned work out the com- 
plete pattern. Literature brings truth via the beautiful the 
minds the young. Catholic literature integral part the 
English curriculum with Catholic books forming the core the 
reading program. These core books are primarily selected for their 
potentiality make Christian principles concrete reality the 
characters they depict. Their selection also determined the 
objectives and the theme each year the four-year program. 
means them hope intensify and broaden the students’ 
spiritual perception and translate the truths they learn into 
actual living. 

The social sciences are clearly integrate social living with 
Christian principles. members the Mystical Body, the stu- 
dents not only learn the Catholic principles which all society 
founded, but are learning live worthy members the 
Mystical Body united through Christ with other men and with 
God. The Franciscan ideal restoring all things Christ forms 
important part the social studies program. 

The study history revolves around the Babe Bethlehem, 
Calvary, and the abiding presence Christ among us. 
treated terms Christianity and civilization, and faith 
seen its relation the world picture the ages. 

The physical sciences aim make the students God-conscious 
the world around them. teach students decipher the 
language science and through learn God’s goodness, 
His greatness, His generosity, and His love develop their 
spiritual vision, necessary the formation Christian 
mentality. 

The entire Latin course has been revised give our students 
Christian approach the study Latin which harmonizes 
with their cultural background and with the purposes Catholic 
education. Latin taught not only language but means 
interpreting and appreciating the liturgy the Church. The 
reading selections are taken from the New Testament, the hymns 
the Church, and the Missal. our aim enable the stu- 
dent use the Missal with understanding, and thereby more 
appreciatively “go unto the altar God.” 


Religion Life 
important feature the junior year the homemaking 
course required all upperclassmen. this class thoroughly 
Christian approach the problem home and family given, 
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combating the prevalent pagan concept love-in-bloom. 
not theory course but one designed for the adolescent girl 
the threshold maturity, fit her for that maturity and its 
responsibilities. 

Christian refinement and aesthetic appreciation the beautiful 
are given the underclassmen required music and art courses. 
Both subjects may continued electives upper class years. 

Bringing Christ into the field commerce absolutely es- 
sential day when many step from high school into the 
offices the workaday world. Commercial students are never 
allowed forget their obligation being Christian workers.

The man woman with truly Christian 
mentality the only truly wise person. And 
for the wise man set things order. 
Have pointed out, through analysis 
good books, the difference between the secular 
way thinking and the Christian way? 

There are many opportunities point out 
the two ways thinking putting into 
the words St. Ignatius’ Spiritual Exercises 
—the vocabulary and thinking the “two 
camps.” The first lines two poems, 
Stevenson and Hopkins, well illustrate the 
point. One reads: world full 
number and the other, “The world 
charged with the grandeur God.” The 
first indicates just things, many them; and 
adds, ought happy kings.” And 
yet know, that with all the mass produc- 
tion the Ford plants, Hollywood, and Gen- 
eral Motors, are far from being happy, 
and far from feeling kingly about our way 
life the United States. The second poem 
pulsates with force and power expressed 
the ideas being “charged,” and the “grand- 
eur God.”

ing, personality development, mental hygiene, 
and all the related fields normal and ab- 
normal study what should and are 
not. 

There book, How Develop Personal 
Power Dick Carlson. The author frankly 
admits that does not care whether you 
wish consider personality from the view- 
point the physical mental development, 
“combination one all” these forces 
that make character; there may psychic 
something, just bundle nerves and 
muscles. But what more, with one easy 
gesture waves away all consideration 
human motives, the why for doing things. 
says: “Personality that something which 
makes person either likable unlikable, 
agreeable disagreeable, welcome unwel- 
come. not interested knowing why 
person has certain personality.” And so, not 
caring what man is, nor why man acts, 
writes book 228 pages telling man all 
about how develop his powers! typical 
illustration the bishops’ statement: 
man can disregard God and play man’s part 
God’s world.” This man who might 
leading men the right direction, mislead- 
ing greater confusion thinking and living. 


Secular Christian? 


place beside Carlson’s book, How De- 
velop Personal Power, the scholarly work 
Rudolph M.D., The Psychology 
Character, hardly fair competition. But 
does allow wide opportunity for pointing out 
the vocabulary the “two camps” and their 
thinking, the secular mentality and the 
Christian mentality. 

The author The Psychology Character 
knows man’s origin, his purpose, and destiny. 
And lets the reader know. recognizes 
man subject the consequences the fall, 
but through Redemption, capable fulfilling 
high destiny. The author does what Newman 
and other straight thinking educators have 
pointed out: puts Catholic philosophy 
the very core the hierarchy subjects, ap- 
plies all subjects. the introduction the 
author says: “The newly awakened interest 
the science character runs parallel new 
movements biology, psychology, and med- 
icine, and those currents which have been 
influencing all spheres intellectual activity 
down the most recent movements 
philosophy.” 

Are prepared direct our students 
books this type, point out the superiority 
the scholarship, the sureness the philosophy, 
the Catholic tradition upheld. the author? 

Are ready substitute for the flood 
quack books personality, modern, up-to- 
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the-minute and back-to-the-Christian-Fathers, 
type reading, books dealing with personal 
holiness like Robischaud’s Holiness for All? 
For holiness is, after all, the highest kind 
personal development. 

Secular authors would have develop per- 
sonality for the sake power, influence, gain, 
efficiency, here and now, with our fellow men; 
rather futile business, say the least. Au- 
thors with Christian mentality have mind 
the injunction, perfect your heav- 
enly Father perfect,’ perfection that 
brings God into our lives here and now, and 


enjoy life with God hereafter; 


rather complete, thorough business, and very 
soul-satisfying one, one consistent with the 
origin and eternal destiny man. God 
such program, and will enable man play 
man’s part God’s world. 

Are prepared and ready suggest, with 
holy and happy persuasion, books like 
Tyciak’s Life Christ, Plus’s Radiating 
Christ? 

Plus conceived personal development 
much more powerful sense than did Dick 
Carlson. Quoting Paul Claudel, Plus says: 
“The man who wishes accomplish his own 
purpose earth, and help others so, 
other words, the apostle, one who must 
make acquaintance with iron and steel; 
one who must learn the healthy athletic joys 
self-conquest. one who first assimi- 
lates Christlike qualities which give divine 
orientation his activities, and then expresses 
Christlike power means his radiating 
personality.” 

Our students will make long and fruitless 
search for such advice “becoming acquainted 
with the healthy, athletic joys self-con- 
quest,” achieving “divine orientation,” 
the writings authors with purely secular 
mentality. 

The Catholic librarian, the guidance 
director, every single instructor, should 
have wide and intimate knowledge 
books many fields, books that 
express clear-cut Catholic philosophy 
life, philosophy that will help 
counteract the modern corroding influ- 
ence secularism. 

the field modern novel writing there 
much and more confusion perhaps, than 
the field books personality develop- 
ment.

look the problem education 

from the student’s point view makes 
possible clearer definition the nature 
education and one that sorely needed 
the present world. have had educa- 
tion defined from almost every point 
view from the point view mind, 
faculties, seemingly vacuo, from the 
need society today the future 
society the teacher, the curriculum, 
and the school itself end. But the 
student seems the “forgotten man” 
education. There some emphasis 
education “the child” and 
call him pupil, but hardly ever 
student. How would education. look from 
student who was self-conscious about 
what was happening him the light 
his nature and his destiny. Let for- 
get for moment all the conventional 
terminology the latest nomenclature 
the latest faddist, and try see education 
the “light our wisdom” for the stu- 
dents’ individual needs and destiny. 

The student has head, arms, legs, and 
body. has powers touch, sight, hear- 
ing, taste, and smell. sure has 
certain powers not physical. perceives 
things through the senses. can recall 
experiences which happened yesterday, last 
year, many years ago. can take part 
his experience and what has read 
heard and make the most fantastic 
bizarre things make new invention 
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that may save wreck the world. can 
perceive the relationships among ideas, and 
can develop them into the great scientific, 
philosophical, systems 
which have seen part human his- 
tory from the Garden Eden the 
present day. has “instincts,” drives, 
urges, desires, and emotions. can 
this and refuse that. can 
many things, physically from the acrobatic 
skills the man the flying trapeze 
flying airplane nonstop from Hawaii 
Washington, has the courage, 
whole range sainthood, and also the 
meanness, and deceit the whole range 
human crime and delinquency. 

The self-conscious student knows these 
qualities man and sees all them 
himself greater less degree. What 
educators should for him give him 
intelligent conscious control these pow- 
ers. This the concrete reality educa- 
tion. must given self-conscious con- 
trol these powers short, himself. 
Mastery self and direction his pow- 
ers the purpose education.

which result high grades, gold medals, 
degrees, and diplomas, not education 
however fond teachers explain and fonder 
parents applaud. Marks are extrinsic 
the educational process. the language 
Carlyle’s philosophy clothes all these 
things are the externals education. 
must penetrate the powers, habits, capa- 
cities all the potentialities the human

The librarian necessary adjunct 
library. fact, she just about the most 
important part the library. these days 
much being written about the qualification, 
the ability, the traits librarian.

That 
is, she will she wants make herself un- 
happy. course, even the poorest would 
wish could have all the material and aids 
listed the catalogs, but once come back 
earth will get busy and figure out how 
much can get along without and still have 
rather good library. librarian worthy 
the name would have have file boxes for 
her book cards, her shelf list, and perhaps for 
miscellany but they not necessarily have 
expensive; fact, they could or- 
dinary boxes. With little ingenuity they can 
made serve the purpose very well, 
have already mentioned the real purpose 
library give service its patrons. 
And, has been proved that service can 
administered from makeshift contrivances 
the real thing cannot had. 

When started our library, had two 
fiber boxes which have weathered the not too 
gentle handling two eighth-grade girls for 
almost two years. did have buy book 
cards, some book pockets, and date due slips. 
When the first installment these was used 
made our own date due slips and book 
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pockets. The latter made from heavy 
manila envelopes. 

There much said about the revenue 
the school library. Much the printed 
material this subject pertains the public 
school privately run libraries. This, for us, 
very personal problem and each librarian 
must solve her own. librarian finds she 
the recipient generous fund let her 
accept with gratitude and use with dis- 
cretion. But, the other hand, librarian 
should discouraged she does not have 
source income for the library. She can 
create one. For her the best slogan would be, 
“Find way make one.” the librarian 
our library, had organization individual 
from whom expect financial assistance.

Revitalize the Latin Course 
Sister Edward, M.A. 


The November, 1947, issue the Classical 
Journal released the reports the Committee 
Educational Policies (CEP) sponsored 
the Classical Association the Middle West 
and South. These reports are the results 
symposium held Nashville, April 1947. 
The gist the proceedings dealt with the 
ultimate aims teaching Latin. These objec- 
tives are linguistic (with particular application 
English) and historical-cultural. Does this 
not look like peace pact between the educa- 
tionists and the classicists? 


Two-Year Terminal Course 


Why per cent high school 
enrollees pursue only two years Latin? 
Would more continue the course were more 
their liking? Serious minded classicists wel- 
come constructive criticism and co-operation 
the part Latin teachers. 

The wide range individual differences 
accounts for the apparent dislike for the study 
Latin among teenagers. Fifty years ago 
great numbers adolescents high school 
age were not enrolled the secondary schools. 
The small minority that did attend was aca- 
demic its outlook and had the encourage- 


ment parents who were some cases high 


school graduates themselves and with others 
were those who have had professional training 
some college. The intellectual capacity 
our present-day pupils well-nigh equal 
even greater comparison with those 
decades ago; however, the social and economic 
backgrounds are remarkably different. This 
accounts for the unwillingness the part 
the young submit the “tyranny gram- 
mar.” Mental discipline has been buried and 
why “dig from its grave”; youth think. 

the past, the study Latin was primarily 
study grammar. What the newer ap- 
proach? the first place, present-day classi- 
cists believe that the reading Latin with 
collateral translations would help retain the 
interest the language. This procedure would 
also include the study English derivatives 
the Latin vocabulary stressed. The ab- 
stract grammar should secondary and would 
encouraged for those whose study Latin 
will beyond two-year terminal course. 
Some colleagues might not agree with 
this, for once thought contrary this prin- 
ciple myself; however, the objectives dur- 
ing the first year are mainly linguistic, 
worthy for Latin teachers give 
some thought. planned the CEP that 
the subject matter should include Vergilian 
Ovidian field rather than the conventional 
Caesarian Ciceronian because the Aeneid 
offers more cultural and historical advantages 


than the Commentaries the Orations. 
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Reading Content Changed 


With this outlook toward emphasis read- 
ing Latin for classical culture, the pupils’ 
interests would directed the first year 
toward what will follow the second year. 
the traditional Caesar’s Commentaries will 
longer have its place second-year 
course and the Aeneid presented 
the reading content instead, then there must 
torical background for the first year. There 
some logic this proposal because the 
Epic proves attractive teen agers and also 
because has been recognized master- 
piece world literature. The love father- 
land general and the filial piety expressed 
for father particular are two outstanding 
concepts pietas that are sadly needed to- 
day. Then, too, the-many difficult construc- 
tions the subjunctive mood are less frequent 
poetry. All this planned because such 
large proportion Latin students found 
the ninth and tenth grades. The basic Latin 
vocabulary will mastered three ways 
through memorization list basic words; 
through repetitive materials exercises; and 
through the marginal vocabulary which are all 
related the Aeneid perhaps the works 
Nepos and Ovid. 


Change Order 


These plans appear interesting and since the 
project the process research and ex- 
perimentation Latin teachers ought ac- 
cept wholeheartedly the invitation volunteer 
co-operation. means professional growth for 
well for the students. Radical changes 
are not always the hasty conclusions some 
ambitious enthusiast. The whole educational 
system our country undergoing changes.

Unless one has had experience teaching 
first- and second-year Latin and discovered 
from this experience the many discouraging 
obstacles that are brought about both for 
pupil and teacher this newer approach will 
appear just another fad.

Here are few: Tech- 
nical English grammar very necessary for 
the study Latin longer stressed 
must the grade school. The strength 
character exhibited stick-to-itiveness for 
the less attractive studies has become lost 


‘art. Youth have many very generous and 


inspiring traits otherwise but, for the present, 
they have been deprived mental discipline 
that all convincing their dislike for the 
study Latin. college president once 
answered inquiry concerning the inability 
pursue Latin major graduate studies 
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his university, said, “Youth today are too 
lazy study it!” 

Perhaps administrators are indifferent about 
the formal complaints their language teach- 
ers and little nothing toward improving 
the curriculum the classics. Now their 
chance lend co-operation the Classical 
Association its research for improving the 
high school Latin curriculum. 

Youth’s present interests, their general ori- 
entation toward education and even toward 
life differ from those former years. They 
are not responsible alone this. The present 
system aims and policies are the results 
former objectives, and educators, par- 
ticularly the administrators, must say nostra 
culpa, nos, Brute. have been remiss 
placing before youth the real objectives 
pursuing Latin. most cases add 
two more credits for graduation. Even 
student elects Latin for only year ought 
with proper tutelage derive some enduring 
benefits from his studies. With Horace 
may say that Latin, like precious metals, has 
gleam “unless shine from well tempered 
use” nisi temperato splendeat usu (Carm. 
ii, 3-4). The drill word study need not 
considered drudgery, especially for the 
beginning student, when can inspiring 
discovery the fuller meaning our own 
well other languages. This thrill new 
insight inte the words our mother tongue 
will not spontaneous but needs the en- 
thusiasm well-trained, creative, and far- 
sighted teacher. This lacking the younger 
teaching personnel because they have been 
deprived proper training methods. Latin 
teachers annually become scarcer. 

clarify what have said concerning the 
essential fact that grammar will always nec- 
essary, quote from the Journal: 

The committee believes the necessity 
grammar, and much grammar possible, 
soon possible. does not believe that 
the traditional and historical methods pres- 
entation were designed for beginning students 
the present era where the immediate goals 
and objectives have undergone 
change.” 


The Integrated Curriculum 


the Catholic school system religion 
the core curriculum. the case special 
interest subject like Latin definite relations 
religion, social studies, and the like are well 
established and the enthusiastic teacher 
that knows how integrate them. Little 
phrases from Missal Latin, for instance, 
sursum corda, orate fratres, and Dominus 
vobiscum are easily grasped first-year stu- 
dents and the phrases can the occasion for 
conversational Latin vital sustaining in- 
terest.

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Composition Needs Grammar 


Pupils elementary schools, beginning with 
grade four, should make formal study 
composition. the primary school, oral and 
written composition practiced quite freely. 
Here limited simple narratives 
descriptions. the elementary school, how- 
ever, should come the initial steps composi- 
tion definite subject. 

Formal composition can and ought 
taught the several grades the elementary 
For this work teachers must have 
clear concept the art composition. They 
word, variety phrase, and pattern sen- 
tence. These things being done, the actual work 
composition, limited the sentence, should 
encompass multiplicity exercises. For sen- 
tences can composed only words and 
phrases various (and unlimited) com- 
bination. 

very much like the scales and finger 

exercises which the young musician must 
practice. does not forego the satisfaction 
applying his scanty (but expanding) knowl- 
edge happy little “pieces.” But the great 
bulk his work the mechanics per- 
formance. 
Composition follows exactly the same pro- 
cedure. One would not expect polished essays 
from beginners the art writing. the 
contrary, while little flights composition 
are not discouraged, the greater part the 
work writing those mechanical exercises 
which composition, like music, well 
adapted. 

Word study comes first. admirably 
suited elementary pupils. They are em- 
barking wide reading experiences. They 
enter more and more into real-life situations. 
Their vocabulary unconsciously expanding. 

Teachers should take advantage this 
growth. Every word has meaning. But 
express particular meaning, only one word 
(or group words) will correct. Hence 
the study synonyms, rather the study 
generic and specific words. The following 
generic words suggest categories for specific 
words: go, say, do, happy, sad, beautiful, ugly, 
etc. There are many others. 

Using the generic word “say,” fourth 
grade class should have difficulty finding 
different specific words such 
murmur, shout, whisper, preach, laugh, cry, 
call. fifth and sixth grade should able 
expand the number specific words. 

Phrase study comes next. There are only 
relatively few phrase combinations any lan- 
guage. can say: “the boy”; “the little 
boy”; “the good, little boy”; “the boy with

smile”; “the little boy with pleasant smile”; 
etc. Similarly variations verb phrase give 
us: “speaks quietly”; “speaks quietly and 
politely”; “speaks with politeness”; “speaks 
quietly with politeness”; etc. 

Exercises based phrase study are most 
interesting and appeal elementary pupils. 
The old familiar usage model and imitation 
here readily adaptable. For example: the 
model, “the wind the trees”; the imitation, 
“the stars the sky.” Then similar imitations 
are suggested, calling for identical construc- 
tion: flowers, squirrel, kite; from which 
get “the flowers the garden”; “the squirrel 
near the “the kite with the tail.” Various 
models make good broken 
dish,” “the dog with the lame foot,” ugly, 
little donkey.” 

The combinations are endless. inter- 
esting note that word study and phrase 
study grow together. the one expands, the 
other helps grow.

Some such 
procedure the necessary task all who 
write. With adequate preliminary training, 
even elementary pupils can produce satisfac- 
tory results. This training, these results are 
not yet found the spontaneous stories nor 
can they applied those frequent occasions 
when composition sort required. But 
the formal study composition, limited 
carefully the word, the phrase, and the 
sentence, these things can expected, and 
they are being done. 

Now comes the interconnection compo- 
sition and grammar. Too many teachers use 
the haziest terms express concise rhetorical 
meanings. They say word, 
“grown-up” word; word, when 
what they mean adjective adverb 
any other term for which grammar has 
already provided the name. 

The time teach new term when the 
need for the knowledge first appears. fourth 
grade pupils are studying words, let them know 
the noun and the verb; they are studying 
phrases, let them know the adjective, the ad- 
verb, and the preposition, any other term 
that may arise. 

Similarly other grades, let pupils add 
their knowledge grammar. For sentences, 
the subject, the predicate, the object, etc. 
short, let the study grammar keep pace with 
the study .of composition. The one can 
taught just formally the other. Let the 
one help the other. 

With multiplicity exercises based the 
elements composition—the word, the 
phrase, and the sentence and with parallel 
study the grammatical terms necessary 
handle these elements, teachers the elemen- 
tary school can make astonishing progress 
the road composition. The art writing 
difficult business. Since undertaken 
the elementary grades, needs and should 
have the support formal grammar.

Giving historic significance the present con- 
troversy, its action strongly parallels that the 
North Dakota voters and legislators who recently 
passed law prevent Catholic nuns from 
continuing teach rural public schools 
unless they dispensed with wearing their religious 
habit. meet the emergency need the people, 
ecclesiastical authority North Dakota has 
granted the nuns permission wear secular dress 
during teaching hours. The incidents 1894, 
however, had somewhat different ending.

sonal journal Sister Blandina Segale, Sister 
Charity, who worked the lawless Southwest 
during the days Billy the Kid. record 
years labor Trinidad, Colorado, Santa 
Fe, and Albuquerque, New Mexico, and surround- 
ing territory. She had been missioned there 
teach and stayed become one-woman brigade 
relieve poverty, illness, lawlessness, ignorance, 
and every misery the human soul and body. 

those days, the Sisters’ schools were the 
public schools. Who else but the Sisters would 
come teach where there was very meager and 
most the times pay; where daily subsistence 
had begged. “We supplied the school build- 
ing, the janitor, and made repairs,” Sister Bland- 
ina wrote, but found reward the fact that 
“daily from the one-story adobe building went 
forth cleaned hearts that had entered with mur- 
derous thoughts and designs.” 

Disregarding the outlaws, dishonest politicians, 
and get-rich-quick schemers whom she battled 
every turn, Sister Blandina begged money, sup- 
plies, and labor for the erection schoolhouses 
the towns where she was missioned. She directed 
the building the first industrial school that 
territory, secured houses which she turned into 
hospitals, and then begged again for the food, 
medicine, and professional services her countless 
patients required. 

the cities began expand and the struggle 
for political power increased, this foresighted 
Sister Charity noted, “I’m false prophet 
the Sisters will not forced resign. I’ve 
watched the trend bigotry. have set the 
example liberality and blazed the path 
morality that remains 
school funds will diverted into channels dug 
out politicians.” 

Her predictions materialized quickly. The 
Trinidad School Board 1892 notified her that 
the Sisters could. now accepted the public 
schools “only upon condition that you shall lay 
aside your dress black, peculiar your 
and office, and willing comply with all the 
rules the Board and Superintendent the same 
required other teachers.” 

Her only reply: “The Constitution the 
United States gives the same privilege wear 
this mode dress gives you wear your 
trousers.” 

She had spent herself unsparingly, crusading 
for humanity along the Santa Trail and left 
record those years stand honor and 
respect history and inspiration those 
succeeding crusaders whose public service would 
but reap again criticism and rejection. 

Now after her death, Sister Blandina’s work 
has been recognized secular sources prob- 
ably the greatest contribution made woman

Motivating the Reading Books 


Two years ago had special motivation 
for children’s reading books outside school 
hours. did encourage the pupils read, and 
gave them reasons why they should read 
books, but the results were very poor. 

This year devised the following plan and 
the results were remarkable. One girl the 
seventh grade who had never read books be- 
came interested reading that she would 
remain half the night reading. course 
this was extreme and her mother soon took 
care it. Other children had checked, 
and not allowed take out more than one 
book week. 

Here the plan: took some cross ruled, 
white drawing paper and printed the top, 
“We Read Good Books.” typed each child’s 
name half inch blank. Every time child 
read book was given gold star after 
his name. Six books were required (one for 
each six weeks). All books read beyond the 
six required, merited colored star. Many
